The dunff dropped by cattle during tho 
day has remained to enrich tbe land, 
but it has generally accumulated in the 
places where the". animals congregate 
when they arc not feeding, and has 
never been scattered as it should have 
beeu. The drippings of tie cattle at 
night when they are in the shed, near 
the barn, have been hauled into the 
cultivated fields. 
A decline in pro- 


ductiveness might veaspnably bo qx- 
pccted under such circumstances. 


A large growth of grass aud clover 


can not°be°cxpeeted from land that is 
in a poor mechanical 
condition or 


which is lacking in the elements of 
fertility. 
This is not expected iu a 


meadow and should not be in a pasture. 
Land that, will not produce a good 
twatli of mown grass Ihe, 1st of July, 
if stock ;j kept oil' from it, will not 
afford good pasture during any month 
of tbe year. A pasture should produce 
as much grass as a lield that is mown 
for the purpose of securing the winter 
food for oatlle.

We have received late copies of the 


Brookville (Canada) Times whioh con- 
tain long accounts of tbe close of the 
Eiel rebellion, detailing the experiences 
of many of the Canadians who were pris- 
oners of Big Bear and other Indians for 
many weeks. Among the prisoners was 
George Mann, brother-in-law of Mrs. N. 
Hagerman, of this city. His occupation 
is that of a farm instructor at Frog Lake. 
Mr. Mann and his wife and children with 
21 other white people were in charge of 
the 300 Indians, and Big Bear led them a 
winding and rough journey to elude the 
pursuit of the Canadian troops who final- 
ly secured the release of the prisoners. 
One account in the Timei, says: "The 
Indians gave Mr. McLean a couple of 
ponies and Mr. Mann one. The smaller 
children were carried on these, but the 
women and young ladies, as on the way 
out, had to tramp on foot, crossing 
through the muskeg at Lower Lake where 
the General turned back, the young wo- 
men up to their shoulders in mud and 
water. * * * It took two days and a half 
to reach Loon Lake. No provisions were 
given them by the Indians, and the party 
had to subsist on a few rabbits killed 
with sticks." The Canadians are giad 
the war is over.

EQUAL BIGHTS TO ALL. 


Full Text of tbe Bill Passed by the Illi- 


nois Assembly. 


There is more or leas talk about the 


city with reference to the civil rights bill 
recently passed by the Illinois Legisla- 
ture. It is sweeping in its scope, and 
places everybody on an equal footing. 
There are those who say they "will not 
violate any law if they know what it IB," 
and that all may know what it is we pub- 
lish the full text below: 


SECTION 1.—Be It enacted, etc., That all per- 


sons wlthJn the Jurisdiction of said state shall 
bo entitled to the full and equal enjoyment of 
tho accommodations, advantages, facilities 
nnd pilvileges of Inns, restaurants, eatlag- 
hotiBos, barber-shops, publlo conveyances on 
land or water, theatres, and all other accom- 
modation ana amuscmoat, subject only to the 
limitations and conditions established bylaw 
and applicable to all cltbons. 


SEC. 2. That any person who shall violate 


any of tho provisions of the foregoing section 
by denying to any citizen, oicept for reasons 
applicable alike to all citizens of every raoe 
and color, and rcKfirdless of color or raoe, the 
lull enjoyment of any of the accommodations, 
facilities or privileges In said section enumer- 
ated, or by aiding or Inciting such denial, shall 
for each biioh ollonso forfeit and pay a sum 
not less than $2"> nor more than fMO to tho 
porson aggrieved thereby, to be received In 
any court of competent Jurisdiction, In tho 
county whore said offense *vas committed and 
ahull also lor e\ory such offense bo deemed 
guilty oi a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
thereof 9ha 1 be lined not to exceed $600, or 
shall bo Imprisoned not more than one year, 
or both, and provided, lurther, that a judg- 
ment In ia\ or of the party aggrieved or pun- 
ishiuoDt upon an Indictment shall bo a bar to 
clthei proaccutlou, roopeotivoly.
